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Pope, my first thought is of the singular vitality persisting through everything he has done. The book 
records many designs in diverse fields. It commemorates the achievements during thirty years of aman 
B, having an extraordinary range. Humanly speaking, somewhere, at some time in that considerable per- 
a + 5 iod, Pope should have relaxed and had an unfortunate moment or two. But he has maintained his 
Al zie bee without a lapse.

WERE F turning over the plates in this third volume of the work given to the architecture of John Russell 


Perhaps one reason why I am so moved by it is because it so beautifully sustains a cherished hypothesis of mine, 
that tradition is not the master of a true artist but his servant, leaving him free to place his own stamp upon a given 
building. Writing in an earlier volume, I have touched upon Pope's indebtedness to his studies in Italy and France, 
and how courageously he has dipped into the past may be gathered from the merest glance through the present group 
of plates. Antique Greece gave him the central motive for his battle monument at Montfaucon. In the Huntington 
mausoleum one catches something like an echo of Bramante’s tempietio in the cloister of San Pietro in Montorio, at 
Rome. The steep roofs of some French chateau come to mind as one looks at the house for Moses Taylor at Portsmouth, 
and English ideas recur again and again in the various other houses here illustrated, either early half-timbered schemes 
or statelier, eighteenth century simplicities. Pope turns freely to the historic idioms. But with what a personal touch 
does he use them! That is where I observe with warm appreciation his fortifying of my point about tradition. 


The silly thing about the modernistic notion that “the column and the arch” are played out is its assumption that 
a fundamentally efficient and beautiful language can ever die. It is continued with an ever new and enkindling life when 
it falls into the hands of an artist having command over springs of authentic invention. Take, for example, the Mont- 
faucon shaft. Greek precedent supplied the column but it took Pope’s genius to so determine the lines and proportions 
of the thing, to so design the staircase and base, that the monument liberates what I cannot for the life of me identify 
as anything save an essentially individualized conception. It has great dignity. It has a quality which is peculiarly char- 
acteristic of Pope, a certain noble elegance. It is in the grand style which is, again, one of his leading traits, and yet it is 
lifted into the air with an incomparable lightness and grace. How absurd, in the presence of a living modern work like 
this, to speak of the Greek architectural vocabulary as though it had been exhausted! 


I have been fascinated, too, by the Huntington mausoleum and its faintly derivative note. The stepped base, the 
pillars and the cornice they carry, the dome above all this, as I have said, wakes in my memory an echo of that tempietto 
which I have always loved. But in the march of the pillars and in all the other details of the modern monument | recog- 
nize an original variation on an old theme, and incidentally, though it may sound hyperbolical to say so, Pope is, in the 
concise purity of his design, really nearer to classical antiquity than the renaissance master. To tell the truth, in sheer 
full-rounded felicity, | do not think he has ever done anything finer than this mausoleum. 


His work is thus convincing, thus inspiring, because it is—to use Matthew Arnold's phrase—‘‘of the centre,” 
worked out from the plan, in the most exacting sense of the term, built. | know nothing of Pope's processes at the draw- 
ing table but I feel that I am safe in visualizing him there as worrying over a problem from within and clothing it in 
precisely the right, because necessary, facade. His picturesqueness, for example, when he cares to be picturesque, is 
never forced, never tinctured by the thin romanticism which I would designate as of the sketch-book order. It is, indeed, 
almost artless in its effect, as witness the entirely natural and charming walls of the Tuxedo Club. An even more im- 
pressive illustration is afforded by the Marcus L. Ward Home at Maplewood. I don’t believe there is anywhere else in 
the country an institutional fabric so completely free from the usual marks of institutionalism, and that, I take it, is 
the one dominating purpose that the founder had, to make a “home” that would really be a home. I would call this 
structure Pope's outstanding tour de force, it so exquisitely embodies a subtle idea, if it were not that there isn’t the 
slightest hint of artifice about it. For spontaneity, for inevitability, for picturesqueness expressing a thought with the 
clarity of a poem, this is one of the landmarks in Pope's career, as significant in its way as the Scottish Rite Temple. 


The landmarks, the salient buildings, are numerous enough in Pope's oeuvre but as | close the series of notes it has 
been my privilege to write in appreciation of him | end as I began, thinking of his broad attributes, of the ideals and 
rinciples which have carried him through thirty years and are governing him now, at the peak of his career. I look at 
the Montfaucon monument or the Huntington mausoleum and I think of the strength of his grasp, the “large utter- 
ance” of which he is capable. I look at the various houses in this volume, whether French, Georgian or Colonial, the 
Taylor, Mills, Marshall Field and Collier houses, and I feel the gracious atmosphere with which he knows how to invest 
domestic architecture, the refinement and the serenity. I linger over the interiors and muse upon the finished taste that 
has gone to the making of them. Drifting up and down amongst the numerous problems solved here | reflect as | have 
reflected before on Pope's versatility. But most of all I am aware of the element that binds all his resources together. 
t is the genius of the creative artist, who in wise contact with tradition has constructively enriched American archi- 
tecture.
